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| Vatican considers next move 
“in dispute with Abp. Lefebvre

VATICAN CITY (NC)—Following 
the dramatic. traditionalist Mass 
celebrated Aug. 29 by suspended 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre, the 
next move belongs to Pope Paul. 


Many observers here guess that 
the Pope will formally excommuni- 
cate the 70-year-old archbishop for 
in Lille, 
-France,.which Pope Paul called ‘‘a 
challenge to these keys placed in our 
hands by Christ.’’ 


ARCHBISHOP Lefebvre, who has 


thousands of followers in the U.S.., 
England, France and other western 
European countries, was suspended 
from priestly functions July 24. 
Fhe suspension was the Vatican’s 
reaction to the illegal ordination of 
13 priests June 29 by the archbishop 
at his ultra-conservative Econe 


The Aug. 29 Mass at the Lille 
Sports Arena was an open violation 
of the suspension. 


THE VATICAN has stopped short 


of calling the Mass at Lille, attended- 


by 6,000, an open declaration of 
schism. But Pope Paul himself, 
speaking to pilgrims at his Castel- 
gandolfo summer residence while 
the Lille Mass was still in progress, 
termed the Mass a challenge to 
papal authority. 


The Vatican insists. that the 
archbishop’s rejection of Second 


- Vatican Council decrees as _ hereti- 


cal—and not the celebration of the 
Tridentine Mass—is the major bone 
of contention. 


ON AUG. 27, the Vatican press 
office said, “‘Archbishop Lefebvre 
never contested the validity of the 
council as it was in progress. He 
took an active part in it and signed 
almost all of its decrees, among 
them the decrees on the liturgy and 
on ecumenism.

Calif. ‘right to die’ bill passes

~ SACRAMENTO, Calif. (NC)—A 
landmark ‘‘right to die’’ measure 
has been approved by the California 
Assembly and sent to Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. for signature. ~ 


The California Catholic Confer- 
ence origifially opposed the bill, but 
through the legislative process, the 
measure was amended, and numer- 
ous safeguards added. The confer- 
‘ence now declares itself as taking no 
position on the measure. However, 
California pro-life groups. remain 
strongly opposed to the bill and have 


urged its veto. 


THE: BILL allows individuals to 


_ authorize their physicians to with- 


draw lifesaving procedures should. 
they become terminally ill. If signed 
by the governor, it would be the first 
such legislation in the country. 


Authorization must have been 
signed by the patient and witnessed 
by- a minimum of two persons not, 
related to him and having no part in 
the administration of medical treat- 


ment. The document would be in 
force 14 days after being notarized, 
and would remain valid for five 
years. 

Added safeguards -include the 
obligation of the attending physician 
to make sure that the patient was 
competent to make the “‘right to 
die’’ decision when it was signed. 


IN ADDITION, the patient’s 
decision is not binding on the 


attending: physician unless the | 


patient was certified as imminently 
in. a ‘‘terminal condition.’’ This, 
also, must be certified by two 
physicians, one of whom has to be 
the doctor attending the patient. 


Patients can revoke authorization 
at any time, orally or in writing. 
Cancellation can also be made by a 
third party acting in behalf of the 
patient. 


Gov. Brown has been expected to 
sign the bill, but told NC News that 
he had not yet made up his mind. He 
-said Dr. Jerome Lackner, director of 
the State Health Department, is 
strongly opposed to the bill. 


Rhodesian bishop 
charged with treason 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (NC)—Bishop 
Donal Lamont of Umtali has been 
charged by the Rhodesian government 
for offenses against the ‘‘treason laws’’. 


According to the bishop, the charges 
relate to accusations that missions 
within the bishop’s diocese have not 
reported the presence of terrorists 
against the Rhodesian regime. 


Bishop Lamont is not being held in 
custody. His trial date has been set for 
Sept. 20. The 65-year-old bishop was 
born in Ballycastle, Northern Ireland, 
and was ordained a-Carmelite priest in 
1937. He was named first bishop of 
Umtali in 1957. 


He has long been noted as a severe 
critic of the policies of the government 


-of Prime Minister Ian Smith.

As Catholic schools across the diocese 
open for the new school year after the Labor 
Day holiday, Father Ronald Mendonca 
expects the classrooms to be bursting at the 
seams with students. 


“In fact, the time may be coming soon 
when we will have to think about building 
more schools,’’ Father Mendonca mused as 
he prepared to face the opening of his first 
school year as diocesan, superintendent of 
schools. 


LAST YEAR, he said, many of the nine 
Catholic high schools in the diocese had to 
start waiting lists for prospective students. 
“This year, it looks as though all the high 
schools and many of the grade schools will 
have waiting lists.”’ 


For the last five years the number of 
students in schools of the diocese has been 
slowly, but steadily inceasing. No schools 
have closed in that period. Father Mendonca 
equates the increases with Southern 
California’s booming population and with 
renewed interest by parents in Catholic 
education. 


“In the near future, I am convinced that 
we will have to begin thinking about opening 
a new high school and possibly some new 
grade schools in northern San _ Diego 
County,’’ he speculated, noting that the area 
is one of the fastest growing in the diocese. 


In 1973 enrollment _at Catholic grade 


“schools in the diocese was 19,418, and high 


school enrollment was 4,512. By 1975 the 
figures had climbed to 19,961 and 4,862 
respectively. 

‘*AND PRELIMINARY reports lead us to 
DeNeve TNal LOr LHe must une 1 £0 yours we 
will have more than 20,000 elementary 
students and almost 5,000 high school 
students,’’ he explained. 


Father Mendonca succeeded Dr. H. Giles 
Schmid as diocesan superintendent: this 
year. 


Dr. Schmid now serves the diocese as 
director of the Total Teaching Mission, the 
blanket educational structure which includes 
the diocesan education (schools) office and 
the CCD office now headed by Sister Patricia 
Hanson. 


THOUGH PHYSICALLY a reality with a 
formal structure and office space, Father 
Mendonca believes that “the Total Teaching

“‘We do not seem to be giving the kids 
enough to do,”’ he worries. ‘‘Religion is left 
pretty much as an intellectual thing and not 
as a physical experience.”’ 


“WORKING WITH the youth ministry 
offices and the parish youth ministers, I 
would like to start high school programs that 
would carry the students into parish 
activities,’’ he said. 


Working with Sister Hanson, Father 
Mendonca is trying to establish a closer 
working relationship between the education 
office and the CCD office. 


‘Schools and CCD are separate depart- 
ments,’’ he said, ‘“but they are not separate 
in terms of religious education.

relations and the cause of brotherhood.’’ At the 
awards ceremony Sherry made this statement. ] 


It is time to speak out on the growing problems of 
the religious press because despite much criticism 
of it, it is still the only meaningful form of 
communication open to Church leaders in the here 
and now. 


In the priorities of many Church budgets, little, if 
any, consideration is given to its press. It is 
expected to pay its own way—and for many years, 
it did. Only a few small publications have received 
continuous subsidies. 


Now, however, the inflationary spiral has hit 
hard at the religious press, as it has done in the 
secular press. Church newspapers are important to 
the civic community, and their survival, financially, 
should be a priority concern. 


Still, some of our Church leaders seem 
mesmerized by the bright promise of the electronic 
media, and millions of dollars have been spent in 
establishing radio and TV outlets which, despite a 
growing professionalism, are not yet even close to 
being an adequate substitute for the printed word. 


The only medium

In no other medium of the Church’s communica- 
tion process is there a week-in, week-out offering of 
in-depth information and religious instruction as in 
the Catholic weekly.

furthered at. all within the civic community, much of 
the credit must be given to a host of unsung heroes 
within the Catholic press. 


They have used their editorial columns to 
promote moral and social justice, a stance which, at 
times, has not won the approbation which it richly 
deserves. 


The increased interest in ecumenism, and 
religious dialogue in general, can be traced to the 
coverage of this question by the Catholic’ press. 


Told in the press 

There are many other issues deeply affecting our 
lives as Christians, which also might never have 
assumed the importance that they have, had it not 
been for our Church’s press. 


Certainly, this is true in relation to the evils of 
abortion and euthanasia, and the general question 
of right to life. 


It is also true in regard to the everyday problems 
of senior citizens, welfare, decent housing, the 
right to eat, and the questions of peace and war. 

All these gut issues are getting ongoing coverage 
in our Church press. They not only make people, 
both within the Church and within the civic 
community, more aware of the problems, but they 
so often inspire active participation in the solutions. 


Electronic domination 
Still, despite the continued need for a vital, 


‘viable religious press, the communication bureaus 


of our churches are mostly dominated by electronic 
media-orientated personnel. 


The religious press has only token representation 
in their deliberations. | believe it time that the input 
of the religious press, with its proven professional- 
sim and expertise, be more fully utilized on the 
highest of Church levels. 


It is tragic to observe the growing indifference. It 
is also ironic that while this is going on, we make it 
front-page news when a religious television 
program receives prime time allocation on the TV 
or radio networks. 


There should be more investment, more interest, 
more support, from our Church leaders, in the 
ongoing evangelizing role of the religious press.

We were talking...about the in- 
creasing evidence of the terrible 
inhumanity of man to man which 
floods our newsstands and inundates 
Our airwaves and—most terrible of 
all— punctuates our personal relation- 
ships.

We can 
deplore it; but nonetheless, it is 
obvious that for most of us such 
incidents exert a strange fascination. 


IT IS, | think, because we are drawn 
towards what we know. A chord is 
struck deep within us— perhaps in our 
darkest subconscious, even beyond 
awareness—and something within us 
responds. There is a_ relationship 
between the horrors of our world and 
the darknesses of our own being. 


We can thank God, like the 
publican, that we are not like the 
“‘weirdos’’ and criminals who commit 
the atrocities we denounce, but the 
plain fact is that we probably are. No 
evil that raises its vicious head in our 


A conquering innocence 


society has not already been seeded in 
us. It is we who call it into being. 


“The awful things we do, like 
incubating germs, must establish 
residence within us, before their 
frightening manifestations can ap- 
pear,’’ Father Thomas Stahel, SJ, 
wrote recently in America magazine. 
And like incubating germs, they do 
not develop in isolation. 


WE UNDERSTAND this. That is 
why we pray ‘‘Lead us not into 
temptation.’’ We know that innocence 
is not threatened by temptation. Satan 
himself could not prevail against the 
invincible innocence of Jesus. 


We know, too, that we are not 
innocent and that the various manifes- 
tations of evil—whatever they may 
be—do have their echo in us. That is 
why it is so frightening to us. It may 


be a strong and deeply disturbing. 


echo or faint enough to be almost 
imperceptible, but it is there. Our 
world is what we are—and we are in 
microcosm a reflection of our world. 


‘‘Everyone has a little larceny in his 


-heart.’’ That is the con-man’s cynical 


credo. We may also say that everyone 
has a little murder or torture or power 
lust, too. 


WE MAY condemn the crude 


methods of Nazis or Communists or 
various terror groups, but we wreak 
havoc in our own ways. We destroy in 
covert character assassination, in- 
dulge in our form of torture through 
innuendo, intrigue and broken pro- 
mises, continue our own work. of 
deprivation and dehumanization by 
ostracizing or ignoring others, under- 
mining their work and reputation, and 
denying them the respect and 
deference that ,is their human right. 


For instance, we may be virtuously 
shocked at the suggestion that we 
should ‘‘shake hands’’ with a 
murderer or ‘‘associate with’’ some- 
one known to have had an abortion or 
committed some other scandalous 
crime and feel fully justified in 
refusing. Possibly it would never 
occur to us to draw a connection 
between their crime and ours. Yet we 
intend to cut them out of our lives, 
deny them existence in our world, 
judge them, in effect, unfit to live. 
That is murder, too—in another 
degree, it is true, but germinated 
from the same seed. 


It is, Father Stahel says, ‘‘the 
inappropriateness or inadequacy of a 
person’s intention that renders physi- 
cal acts evil.’’ The bitterness and 
anger, the hatred and desire to punish 


and hurt, to destroy, that runs like a 
steel thread through our relationships 
is of the same metal that forges 
violence and mayhem and the 
psychologically aberrative behaviour 
that can so easily infiltrate our lives 
and introduce them to terror. 


DEPRESSING? Not at all. Extremes 
of evil are invaluable guides to 
goodness—if we know how to use 
them. When we read accounts of 
man’s blatant inhumanity, an aban- 
doned child, an aborted fetus, a 
vicious slaying, tortures, victimiza- 
tion, and so on, rather than fall into 
easy denunciation and shocked re- 


sponse we should sound our own . 


depths for the echo. 


Deep inside our careful facade, is 
there an answering chord2 The news 
media—and for that matter, the 
entertainment media—can be our 
examination of conscience. They can 
lead us to truly search our own souls 
and admit to what we find there. 
Admit it and with God’s grace, 
eliminate it. 


It we must live in a world rampant 
with evil, and it seems we must, let us 
live knowing that the evil is our own, 
but that we also have the power to will 
it away and substitute the conquering 


innocence of Jesus.

The Bible: New Testament 


Tradition of John 


Tradition of John 


Apocalyptic writing was 


common in the early 
days of Christianity 


By Father John J. Castelot 


The ‘‘School’’ of St. John produced five 
New Testament writings: the fourth Gospel, 
three letters, and the Apocalypse. Today we 
shall look at the first letter (1 John) and the 
Apocalypse (Revelation). 


One John reflects divine truth with all the 
dazzling spontaneity of a brilliant gem. But 
it is not a prism breaking light down into 
orderly bands of color. So it does not lend 
itself to orderly division. 


ONE EAGER thought stumbles over. the 
other in grand, though fortunately far from 
complete, confusion. The same ideas recur 
like sparkling reflections from similar facets 
of a slowly revolving jewel. Yet it has a unity 
and a marked progression of thought. 


Like some later epistles, 1 John seems 
more of a sermon, than a letter. There is no 
salutation and no final greeting. No one is 
mentioned by name and there is little 
indication of any personal relationship 
‘between the writer and his addressees. 


Consequently, some have concluded that 


1 John-was a sort of pamphlet intended for 
the whole Church and not a letter written in 


view of a specific local situation. However, a 
careful analysis of the letter reveals that he 
did have a definite and presumably local 
situation in mind. 


SOME MEMBERS of the community or 
communities had succumbed to philosophi- 
cal errors which had perverted their faith. It 
is not easy to pinpoint the exact nature of the 
false teaching, but from hints in the epistle it 
seems that the heresy was a type of 
Gnosticism. The followers of this doctrine 
claimed to have a special knowledge not 
available to the masses (‘‘gnosis’’ in Greek 
equals knowledge). From this claim flowed 
many abberations, doctrinal and moral. The 
letter combats these-errors in a positive way. 


We may judge from its stress on the 
necessary connection between true knowl- 
edge, love and divine sonship on the one 
hand the avoidance of sin and observance of 
the commandments on the other that the 
false teachers were attacking basic prin- 
ciples of Christian morality also. 


In refuting, however subtly, these 
doctrinal and moral errors, John wrote some 
of the most sublime pages of inspired 
literature.. Especially noteworthy is the 
teaching of the letter on Christian love, 
culminating in the arresting definition of 
4:16: ‘‘God is love, and he who abides in love 
abides in God, and God in him.’’ 


THE LAST of the Johannine writings and 
the last book of the New Testament is the 
Apocalypse. It is also the strangest New 
Testament book, written in a style so foreign 
to modern mentality that many otherwise 
_. devoted readers of the sacred text are 

tempted to throw up their hands in despair. 


But if one has some idea of its 


background, the situation in which it was- 


written, the style he used, and the:purpose 
he had in writing it, the Apocalypse is 
fascinating and rewarding. Reading a good 
modern translation with clear explanatory 
notes increases one’s understanding and 
pleasure. 


i 


Apocalyptic literature was a peculiar type 
of writing which began in Jewish circles 
about the time of the Babylonian Exile. 
There are examples in Isaiah 24-27 and 
Zechariah 9-12; Ezekiel is full of it, and 
almost half of Deuteronomy is written in this 
style. 


THE JEWS, familiar with the prophetic 
writings, found the symbolism of the 
apocalyptic writings quite to their taste and 
gtasped_ their meaning without much 
difficulty. They were° aware of the 
significance they should attach to certain 
mystic numbers, colors, stars, animals, and 
natural phenomena like clouds, thunder, and 
lightning. 

This type of writing had its heyday in the 
last two centuries B.C. and continued to 
flourish in the early years of the Christian 
era. It came naturally to John. a Jew versed 
in the writing of his people, sacred and 
secular. And it fitted his situation and 
purpose perfectly. 


He, too, was being persecuted, as were 
thousands of his fellow-Christians. They 
were bewildered and frightened and needed 
consolation and encouragement. 


’ THEY HAD to be reassured that the Lord 
had not forsaken them, that Jesus would 
triumph, now and throughout history. John 
was given this assurance from on high and 
passed it on to his fellow-sufferers: ‘‘The 
gates of hell shall not prevail!’’ 


It is not difficult to understand why the 
Apocalypse has -always been open to 
misunderstanding. One important reason 
has been a failure to recognize its literary 
form and a consequent failure to interpret it 
according to the special laws imposed by 
that form. 


For example, in apocalyptic language, 
numbers stand for ideas rather than for 
mathematical quantities. To take them in the 
latter sense is to miss the whole point and to 
come up with some bizarre ideas, like the 
undisturbed reign of Christ for literally 1,000 
years. 


OR TAKE the picture of the Lamb with 
seven horns and seven eyes. This-defies 
pictorial representation, and no such 
representation was intended. Seven is the 
symbol of perfection; horns indicate power 
and eyes knowledge. John is describing the 
sacrificed and now victorious Christ, who 
possesses the fullness of power and perfect 
knowledge. 


Many have tried to find in the Apocalypse 


a detailed blueprint of the Church’s and the : 


world’s history until the end of time. All 
such attempts have failed, simply because 
John did not intend to draw any such 
blueprint. 


He did make reference to historical 
events, but they were those of his own day. 
He described the final victory of Christ and 
his Church, but in keeping with the 
confusion of temporal perspective so 
characteristic of apocalyptic writing, meant 
this description to be retroactive and to 
include the victory of the Church in the 
present situation. — 


Only thus could he reassure his readers, 
and this was his immediate intention.

God escapes us when we reach for Him. 


So often we can’t find Him when we search, 


for Him. Worst of all, when we think we 
need Him most He seems farthest away. 


Actually, there is a God who is 
unreachable, a God who is far from us and 
hard to find. He is the all powerful God who 
created the universe, the mighty God who 
slew the Egyptians, the ruler and judge who 
inspires awe and fear. 


MOSTLY HE is the Old Testament 
God—necessary, real, and from all eternity. 
Yet, who would want a God who wasn’t 
powerful, mighty and capable of great and 
wonderful deeds? ‘‘Oh God! How Great 
Thou Art!’’ is not just a song but a true 
saying. Yes, God is like that. 


Then there is another God—without there 
being two Gods—the God Jesus revealed to 
us. He is the ‘‘Word of life,’’ the God who is 
“‘light,’’ the God who is “‘love.”’ 


That God is easier to grasp and to find. He 
is never far away. He is as close to us as 
peace and joy, as forgiveness, as the love we 
share and have for one another. 


LISTEN TO John in his first letter, writing 
about this God: ‘‘We write to you about the 
Word of life, which has existed from the very 
beginning: we have heard it, and we have 
seen it with our eyes; yes, we have seen it 
and our hands have touched it. 


“When this life became visible, we saw 
it... What we have seen and heard we tell to 
you also, so that you will join us in the 
fellowship that we have with the Fathér and 
with his Son Jesus Christ.’’ 


It isn’t so much that John makes God 


heard and touched. He is telling u 


far-away, unreachable, mighty and powertal : 


God has entered the human race, has joined 
it to Himself and lives among us. 


THOUGH JESUS has left, we can 


névertheless have fellowship with Him in the 
Spirit, we can live in the light, have our sins 


forgiven, and love one another as He has” 


loved us. In fact, it will be proof of our being 
“in touch’’ with Him if we have love for one 
another. 


The word ‘‘love’’ has suffered much 
among us and continues to be maligned. 


How many sins of the flesh are committed in 


the name of love? How many wrongs 
proceed from self-love? 


In John’s Epistle God is love, ‘‘and 
whoever lives in love lives in God and God 
lives in him.’’ Moreover, we are exhorted to 
“love one another, because love comes from 
God and whoever loves is a child'of God and 
whoever is a child of God does not continue 
sin.’’ Or to lie, or to hate, or to disobey 
God’s commands. 


OBVIOUSLY, THIS God of love is as close 
as our brothers and sisters, as close as our 
parents, as close as our neighbors, as close 


4 certainly as any two Christians who are 


united in Christ, as any two Christians who 
believe in Jesus, as any two who ask the 
Father anything in His name. If we love, He 
is closer to us than we are to ourselves. 


What becomes clear is that true love is 
never far removed from God and that is how 
it can be recognized. It isa powerful force for 
good; it does wonderful deeds; it goes about 


-doing good (as it was said of Jesus) it lays 


down its life; it heals. and makes whole. It 
has the earmarks of both Gods—who are 
really one: powerful, strong, creative, just;

The word enthusiasm comes from the 
Greek ‘‘en-theos,’’ meaning the God within. 
The Greeks figured that anyone who 
bubbled with such passionate energy must 
be getting it from a god inside. They could 
well have applied this characterization to the 


, prophet Elijah. 


He crashed onto the biblical stage like a 
bolt of lightning and left it, fittingly, (not 
bothering to die like the rest) in a. fiery 
chariot. Save for Moses, no other Old 
Testament figure blazes more brightly. One 
fine way to sense the volcanic personality of 
this man is to listen to the broad Victorian 
harmonies Felix Mendelssohn uses in his 
majestic oratorio Elijah. 


IN THE BIBLE the books of kings are a 
stage on which prophets and kings battle one 
another for the souls of the people. The 
kings want to sell a village people on a 
typical materialistic political system. The 
prophets wrestle for the souls of the people 
reminding them that the love contract (the 
covenant) with God is more important. 


They pledged themselves to God in a great 
wedding at Sinai and in the solemn marriage 
feast of the Passover. They fell in love with 
God. They ought to stay in love with him. 


The. prophets do not. engage in deft 
diplomatic maneuvers with the kings. They 


- believed in confrontation, direct brinkman- 


ship, a down-to-the-mat, winner-take-all 


combat, 

NO ONE appeared to love -this kind of 
battle more than Elijah. Not for him the 
whisper of intrigue, the mild compromise, 
the tradeoff. He advocated muscular religion 
and loved every minute of it. 


Moses had his Egyptian pharaoh. Elijah 
faced up to (or down) Israel’s King Ahab. 


Ahab had married a Sidonian beauty, 
named Jezebel. Not only- was. she the 
Cleopatra of her time, she was determined to 
replace once and for all the ‘‘foolish’’ 
moralistic control of monotheistic Jewish 
faith. 


HER FIRST move was to’ persuade her 
husband to install 400 priests of the fertility 
religion of Baal and Astarte. This would be 
the equivalent of turning a cathedral into a 
colossal bordello. The biblical comment on 
this was considerably calm: ‘‘He did more to 
anger the Lord than any of the kings of Israel 
before him.’’ (I Kings, 16:34) 


Elijah showed more feeling. He stormed 
into the palace, disdained any ceremonies of 
approach and flatly declared that no rain 
would fall in Israel for the next three years. 
Let the people and the palace choke in their 
dust, then he would come back for round 
two, 


And come back he did. This time he 
demanded a showdown with the 400 Baal 
priests. The contest terms were worthy of a 


— 


Hollywood epic. At Mount Carmel, Elijah 
and the priests were each to take a bull, 


place it on an altar and ask the respective 


God to send a fire to consume it. 


THE VICTOR would be given the privilege 
of slaughtering the defeated. Crowds lined 
the hills to.see the outcome. Elijah invited 
the priests to go first. How they struggled 
with chants, yells, rituals, dances and self 
mutilation! Elijah taunted them, saying their 
gods must be out to lunch. 


Then came his turn. He created a great 
altar and poured sea water over the wood. 
Then with dignity and absolute confidence, 
he prayed, ‘‘O Lord, let it be known that you 
are God...Answer me! Answer me! (I Kings 
18:36-37) 

The fire came and swept away the wood 
and water and swallowed up the victim. The 
people fell to their knees crying, “‘The Lord 
is God; the Lord is God.’’ (I Kings 18:39) No 
time for piety. Elijah ordered the immediate 
execution of the 400 priests. 


THIS IMPRESSED, but did not convince 
Jezebel. She ordered Elijah’s arrest. He fled 
to Mount Horeb. 

Round three took place in a cave. 

God said, ‘‘What are you doing in that 
cave?”’ 

“T have fought for you. I have destroyed 
the false priests. But Israel still sides with 


- Jezebel and not your covenant.’’ 


God said, “‘Listen for my word.’’ 


A hurricane shook the hills. God’s voice 
was not there. 


An earthquake tore the eae and trees. 
God’s voice was not there. 


A fire burned the earth red. God’s voice 
was not there. 


‘Then came a soft breeze. ‘‘What are you 
doing here, Elijah?’’ 
“I have fought for you and I have lost.’’ 


‘‘Anoint Jehu as a new kingl Through him 
I will drive out Ahab and Jezebel and restore 
covenant to Israel.’’ 


EVENTUALLY AHAB repented. Jezebel 
did not and was thrown unceremoniously out 
a window and eaten by. dogs. (2 Kings 
9:36-37) Elijah passed his prophetic power to 
Elisha. He was last seen going up to heaven 
in a fiery chariot. 


Orthodox Jews retain the saenlar belief 
that since Elijah did not die he will return 
one day. They place an empty chair for him 
at each Seder meal. Reform Jews stress the 
“‘cup of Elijah.’’ At their Seder rite they 
anticipate the coming of the greatest age of 
Jewish spirituality. 

The ‘‘fifth cup’’ at their Seder meal is for 
Elijah whom they believe will usher in the 
messianic age. Small wonder that the 
Gospels portray the mighty John the Baptist 
as Elijah reborn. Every age can use an 
Elijah. Let us pray for his kind of spirit.

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Talking Point—fight for human rights 


‘Church in jeopardy on world’s most Catholic continent’ 


Recently San Diego Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 


Chavez was arrested with three other U.S. bishops 
while attending a pastoral conference in Riobamba, 


Ecuador. This highlights the Church's precarious 


position in heavily Catholic Latin America as a 
showdown over human rights brews between 
bishops and the area’s ‘many military. regimes, 
according to this analysis by National Catholic News 
Service. 


BUENOS AIRES—Being a _ socially-committed 
Catholic in the world’s most Catholic continent is 
becoming dangerous. This seems to be the lesson 
provided by the Ecuadorean military government's 
action in throwing out 37 clerics—many of them 
bishops—who were attending an_ international 
pastoral reflection meeting. 


The government said the August meeting in the 


Riobamba diocese, which included four U.S. bishops 
and two other U.S. representatives, was subversive.

THE EVENT added another name to the growing 
lexicon of human rights violations in Latin America: 
Lack of pastoral freedom for the Catholic Church. 


The. situation is ironic as Latin America contains 
about half of the world’s Catholic population, and 


the Church is one of the region’s most important 


socio-cultural and political forces. The problem 
stems from the area’s hard-line military regimes 
which regard almost any type of independent social 
action. work as tied to Marxist subversion. 


Currently, 13 of the 20 countries comprising Latin 
America are under military rule, with most justifying 


repression’ of political opposition ‘in the name of 
civilization from 


defending’ Western Christian 
Communism. 


A FEW, SUCH as Argentina, are seriously 
threatened by leftist guerrillas. The general 
tendency, however, is to suspect anyone criticizing 
the government as a subversive. 


“The Church was always looked with worry on the 
fact of human rights violations,’’ said Bishop 
Alfonso Lopez Trujillo, secretary general of the Latin 
American Bishops’ Council (CELAM). 


‘““One of the gravest problems we have today is the 
weakening and burial of Latin American democra- 
cies. We consider as violations of human rights any 
attempts against freedom of opinion and thought. 


’“WE HAVE OTHER violations such as the tortures 
and persecutions criticized by the hierarchies of 
Brazil, Paraguay and Chile. Also a violation is all 
forms of cutting the Church’s pastoral liberty,’’ he 
added after learning of the Ecuadorean action.

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Now the attitude is fast spreading to suspicion of 
other Church activities clearly approved as pastoral 
and apostolic by the hierarchy. 


In Argentina, seminaries are ending courses 
providing a critical analysis of Marxism. 


“WE ARE AFRAID our students will get into 
trouble if police see their notebooks or the reading 
material. One student was detained for several 
hours because he was carrying a Bible in Hebrew. 
The police thought the Hebrew script was Russian. 
The seminarian was detained for several hours 
before someone could be found who knew the 
difference between the two languages,’’ said a 
priest-educator.

It has been a leading force in Church 
renewal and social justice efforts for more than a 


decade. 


Bishop Lopez, a well-known conservative member 
of the Colombian hierarchy, has a public reputation 
as a strong opponent of Communism. But his 
statement on Ecuador reflects the growing concern 
among the generally conservative.Latin hierarchy 
that military governments are starting to impair the 


institutional life of the Church. 


WHEN THE current series of military govern- 
ments began to emerge in the 1960s, they often 
clashed with individual churchmen as some clerics 
became involved with leftist guerrillas or openly 
espoused Marxist ideas.

publicly supported Marxist President Salvador 
Allende and adopted the Marxist socio-economic 
analysis of history saying this did not conflict with 
belief in God. 


-The hierarchy was ready to forbid Catholic 
participation in the group when the military coup of 
Sept. 11, 1973, occurred. The military government 
did the work for the bishops by declaring the group 
illegal. 


In Argentina, Church leaders wanted to reach an 
agreement with the military by which priests 
suspected of subversion would be turned over, along 
with the proofs, to the bishops for Church 
disciplinary action. Instead, several are now. under 
arrest—adding to nascent Church-state tensions. 


“THE CLERICS who are blamed now as 
revolutionaries are those having a social conscious- 
ness about what is happening in Latin America,’’ 
said Mexico’s outspoken Bishop Sergio Mendez 
Arceo of Cuernavaca. He attended the Riobamba 
meeting and was one of the 13 bishops ‘‘invited to 
leave’’ the country. 


The four U.S. bishops of Hispanic origin, 
including San Diego Auxiliary Gilbert Chavez, who 
were thrown out said they were there to learn how to 
provide more effective pastoral service to U.S. 
Spanish-speaking Catholics. 


The meeting was organized by Bishop Leonidas 
Proano of Riobamba to share pastoral experiences 
and to analyze critically his own diocesan program. 


BISHOP PROANDO is controversial because of his 
attempts to gear programs to the needs of the 
majority population in his area—the poor, unlanded 
Indian peasants. Conservative Ecuadorean Catholics 
consider his work Communistic. 


The pastoral program ‘‘was criticized by some, 
loudly applauded by others and rejected by others,’’ 
said Argentine Archbishop Vicente Zaspe of Santa 
Fe, who was also thrown out for attending the 
meeting. 
“If this happens to well-known people such as we, 
what will happen to the peasants, workers and 
Indians who are apprehended?2’’ asked Bishop 
Mendez upon returning to Mexico. ®

Mercy Hospital is suing 
the federal government to 
settle an unpaid bill of nearly 
$300,000, according to Ed- 
ward Hertfelder, administra- 
tor of the hospital, the 
largest Catholic health care 
facility in the diocese. 


Last week -the hospital 
filed suit in federal court 
seeking $288,913 for medical 
clinic services. of Medicare 
patients. 


THE suit was filed against 
the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare (HEW) and Blue Cross 
of Southern California, with 


the Blue Cross. Association, 
HEW’s Medicare agents in 
1972-73, the period for which 
the hospital seeks payment 
for Medicare services. 


_ According to Hertfelder, 
Mercy’s clinic operation is 
educational, making its ex- 
penses subject to reimburse- 
ment by Medicare. The suit 
claims that clinic patients are 
accepted on the basis of 
educational value and that 
the interns and residents 
staffing the clinic receive 
nominal ‘pay. 


The clinic was established 


in 1963 to train interns and 
residents under hospital staff 
supervision, Hertfelder said,

On Memorial Day, 1970, the nine-children 
of the Cushman family were summoned to 
the front yard which was covered with 
musical instruments and other band 
equipment. : 

‘*Pick one,’’ said their mother, Dorothy, to 
her three boys and six girls. And with that 
the children took the instruments to the 
basement, “‘plugged them in and had at it.”” 


AND JUST LIKE that, Sibling Rivalry, a 
family rock band, was born ‘in Huntington, 
N.Y. 

Appropriately named, Sibling Rivalry, the 
sons and daughters of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Cushman have lived with their parents in 
San Diego for three years and are 
parishioners of Mission San Diego de Alcala. 
The band is enjoying success. 

Playing at night spots, military clubs, 
wedding receptions, and private parties, 
they perform everything from soft rock to 
country and western and popular show 
tunes. 4 


LESLIE, 23, IS leader of the group, with 
Martha, 21, John, 20, Jeffery, 19, Amy, 18, 
Nancy, 16, Carrie, 14, and Dennis, 12, 
known as ‘‘Kid Dynamite’’ for the way he 
can “‘belt’’ out a song for his young years. 
The oldest, Mary, 24, an original member of 
the band, is earning a doctorate degree in 
Boston. : 


They put out their sound with three 
guitars, an electric organ and piano, drums, 
tambarine, and an assortment of other 
instruments. And they all sing. 


They also all go to Mass on Sundays with 
their parents. ‘‘We fill up an entire pew at 
the Old Mission,’’ they chorused. 


‘BEING CATHOLIC we have a natural 
closeness and love for each other,’’ said 
Leslie. ‘‘This togetherness, happiness and 
love shows while we’re performing. The 
guys in the military call us brother and sister 
and our Mother, Mom, who always 
accompanies us,’’ she related. 


Since coming to San Diego the boys have 
attended high school.at St. Augustine and 
the girls at the Academy of Our Lady of 
Peace. : 


The roots of Sibling Rivalry go back to the 
early 1960s when the three oldest girls were 
in the first, second and third grades 
respectively in a Rochester, N.Y., Catholic 
school. 


THEY WERE IN the choir and the Sister 
who was the director said to Mrs. Cushman, 
“I'll have these three singing in public in a 
year.”* i 


Mrs. Cushman started voice lessons for all 


six of her daughters. ~ 


“We started singing in public as the 
Cushman Sisters in 1964. Carrie was two and 
in diapers,”’ related Leslie, but she sang 
with the group. 


In 1968 the Cushmans moved to ‘Long 
Island and the singing sisters won a talent 
contest. Soon they were asked to cut a 
demonstration record at a.major studio. 


ALTHOUGH THE record was not issued 
for sale, the~vice president told Mrs. 
Cushman if she had sons she should add 
them, obtain rock music equipment and start 
a band. 


‘*So she just went out one day and ordered 
the equipment, and when it arrived, she 
brought it home and laid it on the front 
lawn,’’ Leslie said. ‘‘We took them down to 


‘the basement, plugged them in and had at 


it.”’ 
All the children read music, and it wasn’t 


too difficult for them to pick up instruments 
they had never played and master them. 


OF COURSE, the parents are musical, 
too. John Cushman plays the accordian and 
viola, and Dorothy Cushman, who used to 
sing professionally, plays violin and piano. 


At Christmastime, they form a family 
orchestra in the living room, Leslie said. 
They break out the music books and their 
classical instruments and play Christmas 
carols and other appropriate music.

THE HEAD OF THE FAMILY by Clayton C. 
Barbeau. Collegeville, MN, The Liturgical 
Press. 128 pages, $2.95 pb.
